Mr.  Chairman,  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  j^our  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  19^4. 

The  birth  rate  shov/ed  another  slight  increase  but  remained  well 
below  the  national  average.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of 
population  at  mid  19^4  showed  a decrease  of  40  compared  with  1963* 

The  natural  increase  in  population  was  24,  which  leaves  us  with  the 
implication  that  64  people  left  the  district  during  19^4.  One  finds 
this  very  difficult  to  credit,  at  a time  when  Council  House  Building 
is  going  apace,  and  ex-villagers  are  being  attracted  back  into  the 
community. 

There  v;ere  two  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  which  v/as  sufficient 
to  give  an  infant  death  rate  above  the  national  average;  however,  this 
was  balanced  by  the  complete  absence  of  stillbirths  so  that  the  peri- 
natal mortality  rate  was  slightly  below  that  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  as  a v/hole. 

Immunisation  statistics  showed  a marked  improvement,  but  like  all 
statistics  for  Dodworth,  it  only  needs  a few  extra  or  a few  less,  to 
make  enormous  differences  in  statistical  rates. 

I v/ould  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  the  district.  I would  also  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Seeds'  loyalty  and  co-operation.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  5 more  than  in  1963* 

There  were  3 illegitimate  births  compared  v/ith  Nil  in  the  previous  year. 

As  for  the  previous  year  the  Registrar  General  supplied  a 
comparability  factor,  v/hic3h  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child- 
bearing age  in  the  district,  with  the  proportion  in  a standard 
population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by  this  factor  gives  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  which  is  comparable  v/ith  similar  adjusted  rates 
in  other  districts,  and  with  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a v/hole. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  was  I6.O  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  14«7  per  1,000  estimated  population  for 
the  previous  year  and  v/ith  18.4  per  1,000  estimated  population  for 
England  and  V/ales.

No  stillbirths  were  recorded  during  the  year,  compared  with  4 
stillbirths  recorded  in  19^3}  when  the  stillbirth  rate  was  59* ?•  The 
stillbirth  rate  is,  of  course,  Nil,  compared  with  16,3  for  England  and 
Wales, 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate,  which  includes  infant  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life,  was  29. 4j  compared  with  89,6  in  19^3  and  with  30.0 
for  the  West  Riding  administrative  County, 


Deaths 


The  adjusted  death  rate  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  death 
rate  by  the  comparability  factor  was  •14»2  compared  with  12,7  in  19^3* 
This  compares  with  11.3  pon  1,000  population  for  England  and  Wales,  The 
number  of  deaths  was  44>  4 more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Statistics 
relating  to  ages  and  causes  of  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the 
end  of  the  section. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  tv/o  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  one  of  which  was 
illegitimate.  One  death  was  a male,  occurring  at  2 days  from 
congenital  heart  disease,  and  the  other  a female,  dying  at  22  hours  from 
prematurity.  These  two  deaths  raise  your  infant  mortality  to  29,4 
compared  with  31*7  in  the  previous  year  and  with  20,0  in  England  and 
Wales. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the 
Council,  but  is  engaged  on  v/hole-time  Public  Health  work,  being  also 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  One  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the 
Council,  he  also  undertakes  the  duties  of  the  Surveyor. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  administered 
through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  given  below:

The  laboratory  service  v/as  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council*  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with 
all  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete 
investigation  is  undertaken  and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen 
sent  for  examination* 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical 
analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the 
County  Council*

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SECTION  III 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  incidence  of  notif iahle  infectious  diseases  amounted  to 
72  cases,  compared  with  19  in  the  previous  year.  This  comprises 
70  cases  of  Measles,  all  of  which  occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
and  2 cases  of  primary  Pneumonia. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
children  vaccinated  against  the  disease  amounted  to  13>  compared  with 
10  in  the  previous  year.  This  represents  approximately  20^  of  the 
under  one  population. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  There  was  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  immunisation  statistics  for  Diphtheria, 
v/ith  82.6%  of  all  children  immunised  compared  ’with  65.2%  in  the 
previous  year.  The  proportion  of  children  immunised  was  87%  in  the 
pre-school  age  group  and  78.7%  in  the  school  age  group. 

No  case  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  during  the  year.  Whooping 
Cough  immunisation  also  showed  a slight  improvement  with  87.2%  of  the 
pre-school  population  imitunised,  compared  with  79*5%  in  the  previous 
year. 

During  the  year  154  children  were  given  primary  immunisation 
against  Tetanus  and  35  received  Booster  doses. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  the  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
continued  and  during  the  year  105  children  and  3 others  were  completed 
v/ith  three  doses.  This  brings  the  grand  total  in  Dodv/orth  to  1,593 
of  which  271  children  of  primary  school  age  had  received  fourth  doses. 

Tuberculosis 


There  was  one  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  in  a female  aged  19  years. 

I am  happy  to  report  there  was  no  death  from  the  disease  during 
the  year.

Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1964* 

In  presenting  this  report  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
other  Officers  for  their  continued  support. 

Housing 

The  extensive  house  building  programme  continued  throughout  the 
j^’ear  and  the  remaining  89  houses  in  Phase  II  were  completed.  This 
makes  a total  of  116  in  Phase  II,  the  previous  Phase  I totalling  109 
units.  Forty  of  the  Phase  II  houses  were  used  to  rehouse  occupants 
from  Clearance  Areas  and  the  remainder  with  the  exception  of  the 
four  shops  were  used  for  general  needs. 

The  construction  of  Phase  III  of  104  units  continued  and  these 
will  be  available  for  letting  early  in  19^5*  A Phase  IV  is  being 
prepared  of  20  bungalows  and  41  houses  and  this  ¥/ill  link  the  Gilroj^’d 
site  with  the  1947  Snow  Hill  site,  and  should  solve  the  Council's 
present  housing  problem.  Five  nev/  private  bungalows  were  erected  in 

1984.

The  maintenance  of  Council  Houses  by  the  Council’s  own  building 
department  continued  and  during  the  year  1,673  repair  cards  were 
returned  as  completed.  The  completion  of  the  Gilroyd  site  v/ill  almost 
double  the  Council’s  stock  of  houses.  If  the  present  sj^-stem  whereby 
almost  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  within  a week  is  to  continue, 
more  staff  will  inevitably  be  required,

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  v/orks  were  visited  frequently  "by  the  Rivers  Board  Inspector, 
and  all  samples  of  effluent  v/ere  satisfactory. 

The  sludge  is  disposed  of  to  the  tenant  farmer. 

The  disposal  works  are  affected  hy  subsidence  hut  continue  to 
work  satisfactorily.  An  up-to-date  report  is  to  he  requested  of  the 
Consultants. 

As  previously  reported  it  v/ill  he  necessary  sometime  in  the  near 
future  to  duplicate  the  last  1+00  yards  to  the  disposal  v/orks.  In  the 
event  of  any  development  above  Keresforth  Road  it  will  also  he  necessary 
to  duplicate  the  sev/er  from  Keresforth  Road  to  the  nev/  stormv/ater 
overflow  at  Water  Royd.  Both  schemes  are  now  to  hand. 

PUBLIC  CLEARSING 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  at  a total  cost  of  £3082-9-2d.  a decrease  of  £109-4-3d.  The 
weekly  collection  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Disposal  is  hy  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  the  Miners^  ?/elfare 
Ground,  scrap  metal  and  waste  paper  being  salvaged.  Income  from 
salvage  amounted  to  £i08-7-6d.  an  increase  of  £16-1 1-Od.  Most 
of  the  value  of  material  salvaged  comes  from  scrap  metal  from  housing 
repairs.  The  tip  has  a limited  life  and  an  alternative  site  will 
he  required  in  the  next  year.  This  matter  has  become  urgent  and  the 
tip  should  he  extended  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Tov/n  Map  provisions. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  various  public 
conveniences  in  the  district,  and  every  effort  was  made  to  keep  them 
in  a clean  and  wholesome  condition.  The  conveniences  were  again  the 
subject  of  abuse  hy  the  public.  Door  locks  have  nov/  been  removed. 

A new  block  of  conveniences  v/ill  be  built  in  the  centre  of  the 
new  Gilroyd  Housing  site  and  will  be  available  early  in  1965»

Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the  County  districts 
in  the  Division,  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each 
stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  Rational  statistics. 


Fontilation 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid  I964 
was  llfSSOf  compared  ¥d.th  77»550  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in 
population  as  exemplified  by  the  number  of  births  in  excess  of  deaths  was  558» 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  during  I964  v^as  1,400, 
compared  with  1,341  in  1965»  This  is  equivalent  to  a cr\ide  birth  rate  of  18.0  per 
1,000,  compared  with  18,1  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  was  75 » compared  with  62  in  1963*  This  represents  5.35^  of  the  total  births, 
compared  with  4*4^  in  I963,  and  in  1962, 

Stillbirths 

There  were  35  stillbirths  diiring  the  year,  compared  with  33  during  1963*  This 
gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  24*4  compared  with  23.0  in  I963  and  with  16, 3 for  England 
and  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  inyfard 
and  outward  transfers  was  842,  which  was  22  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives 
a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10,8  as  compared  with  11,1  in  1963*  You  will 
see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any  figure  for  individual  districts.  This 
is  because  each  district  shows  an  adjusted  rate  whereas,  unfortxmately,  no  adjusted 
rate  is  available  for  the  Division* 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  during  the  year  attributable  to  maternal  causes.  One 
occurred  in  Cudworth  and  the  other  in  the  Royston  Urban  District, 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  1,39>  compared  vdth  0,40  for  the 
administrative  County  and  0,25  foi*  England  and  Wales,  This  figure  is  obviously  larger 
than  the  Coimty  or  national  average,  but  when  one  case  can  make  such  an  enormous 
difference,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Division  has  been  without  a maternal 
death  in  many  years  diiring  the  past  decade. 

One  of  the  deaths  occurred  from  Placenta  Praevia,  and  the  other  Pulmonary 
Embolism  in  the  puerperium.  There  was  nothing  revealed  in  the  investigation 
suggesting  that  these  deaths  were  preventable,

Infant  Deaths  and  Feri»natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  50  infant  deaths  in  the  Division  during  the  year  of  which  24  occurred 
during  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with  41  and  27  respectively  in  1965, 

These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  of  21, 4>  compared 
with  29.2  for  the  previous  year  and  with  20,0  for  England  and  Wales, 

It  should  he  noted  that  of  the  20  infant  deaths  occurring  ivithin  the  first 
week  of  life,  two  of  them  were  so  premature  as  to  he  helow  the  age  of  viability, 
in  other  v/ords,  if  they  had  not  breathed  they  would  not  even  have  been  regarded  as 
stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages. 

The  peri -natal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  58.3)  compared  with  3O.O  for 
the  administrative  County,

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report  on  the  general  state 
of  the  immunity  in  respect  of  each  individual  area.  The  figures  for  the  Division  show 
a substantial  improvement  in  all  age  groups,  representing  an  increase  of  12^  in 
Diphtheria  immunisation,  16^  of  the  improvement  being  in  the  school  group  and  8^  in  the 
pre-school  group.  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  improved  by  6^.  It  is  now  exactly  ten 
years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Division,  and  it  is  important 
to  continue  to  remind  parents  of  the  need  to  continue  with  these  injections.  The 
figures  for  this  area  represents  a fairly  satisfactory  state  of  affairs,  but  we  must 
continue  to  work  to  see  that  this  improvement  is  maintained.

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  this  has  had  a marked 
effect  on  the  vaccination  statistics.  The  use  of  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine  is  now  current 
practice  to  control  an  outbreak,  v/ith  the  result  that  the  area  in  which  a case  occurs 
has  an  automatic  improved  immunological  state.  During  the  year  1,692  children  were 
vaccinated  with  three  doses  almost  exactly  the  same  as  in  I963?  making  a total  of 
32,196  children  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  of  these  6,471  have 
received  a fourth  dose.  You  vdll  notice  that  the  vast  majority  of  these  doses  were 
given  in  Darfield  ?diere  the  case  was  notified. 


SCHOOL  HEilLTH  SERVICE 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  increased  slightly  to  a total  of 
4 >310.  T/ere  very  sorry  to  lose  Dr,  S,  G.  A,  Henri q.ues,  who  retired  in  August,  and 
we  were  pleased  to  xTOlcome  Dr,  A,  M,  Gill  who  arrived  in  September,  1964* 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Eye  defects  detected  and  some  sli^t 
decrease  in  the  number  of  Ear,  Hose  and  Throat  defects.  The  most  marked  change  in 
defects  was  the  diminition  in  the  number  of  lung  cases  requiring  observation.  The 
number  of  children  attending  Specialists’  clinics  remained  relatively  constant.  It 
was  possible  to  reduce  slightly  the  number  attending  at  School  Doctor  Clinics  due  to 
more  children  being  seen  at  routine  school  inspections.

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services 


The  number  of  cases  attended  hy  domiciliary  midwives  was  558>  compared  with 
609  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  835  institutional  confinements,  compared  with 
8I4  in  1963«  The  proportion  of  patients  delivered  in  hospitals  and  maternity  homes 
rose  from  57%  in  19^3  to  59%  in  1964*  The  proportion  of  domiciliary  patients 
receiving  some  form  of  analgesia  was  86,5%.  The  trend  to  use  Trilene  instead  of 
Gas  and  Air  continued  and  in  I964  only  8 patients  had  Gas  and  Air  compared  with  30

Health  Visiting 


The  total  nimber  of  effective  visits  carried  out  hy  Health  Visitors  and  allied 
staff  was  24>857»  The  table  below  shows  the  work  carried  out  in  some  detail,  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  visits  made  to  children  imder  the  age  of 
5 years,  increased  by  1,000,  despite  the  shortage  of  qualified  health  visiting  staff.

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,402  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a baby  ?;ho  has  a positive  reaction, 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  bom  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  5 cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon 
and  confirmed  as  dislocation.  Three  cases  were  referred  and  not  confirmed  and  one 
case  was  referred,  not  splintered,  but  given  an  appointment  for  further  investigation. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  the  Home  Nursing 
Service,  when  43>459  visits  were  made  compared  with  41»120  in  1965*  Medical 
conditions  accoimted  for  almost  1,000  extra  visits,  and  visits  made  to  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  increased  by  over  100^^  from  4^7  in  1985  to  1,015  in  1984*  535^  oi 

patients  were  over  the  age  of  65  years,  compared  mth  54%  in  1983*

Day  and  light  F-ursiniS:  Service 


This  service  is  a relatively  new  one  and  is  much  appreciated  in  those  cases 
where  it  becomes  necessary.  During  the  year  one  Cancer  case  received  a total  of 
152  hours  of  night  supervision  and  one  other  case  received  85  hours.  The 
difficulty  with  this  scheme  is  to  find  people  who  are  willing  to  do  this  work, 
which  arises  at  infrequent  intervals  and  at  short  notice.  3My  department  had 
compiled  quite  a list  of  workers  who  were  willing,  but  experience  has  shown  that 
when  a case  crops  up  at  short  notice  90^  of  the  workers  are  not  in  a position  to 
carry  out  the  work.  The  department  would  welcome  enquiries  from  inhabitants  in 
the  division  who  would  be  willing  to  do  this  work. 

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  rose  last  year  by  nearly  200.  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  the  number  of  patients  treated  at  clinic  rose  by  I7O5  whilst  those 
treated  at  home  rose  by  only  25.  This  is  a trend  in  the  right  direction,  although 
I still  feel  that  the  proportion  of  patients  treated  at  home  is  far  too  high. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly,  and  the 
proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this  category  was  88,3/^  of  the  total.  The  number 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  rose  by  55  to  924  the  number  of  hours 
expended  rose  by  approximately  f/o  to  144s8Q9»

Training  Facilities  for  Mentally  Sub-normal  Patients: 

The  training  facilities  for  the  division  continued  to  be  provided  at  the 
comprehensive  centre  in  Wombwell.  The  policy  of  taking  children  into  the  Junior  Wing 
at  four  years  old  continued.  It  is  obvious  that  the  staff  cannot  cope  with  too  many 
children  of  this  age  group,  otherwise  toilet  training  would  become  almost  the  sole 
work  of  the  staff  af  this  Wing,  Por  this  reason,  perhaps,  not  so  many  children  of 
this  age  group  were  admitted  any  one  time.  The  Junior  Wing  continued  training  of 
children  up  to  16  years  of  agei  and  during  the  year  minor  adaptations  were  carried 
out  to  the  Junior  Centre  to  enable  the  Junior  Girls  to  do  some  domestic  science,  and 
the  Junior  Boys  to  carry  out  simple  woodwork. 

The  contract  work  carried  out  by  the  Adult  Wing  increased  enormously  during  the 
year.  Most  of  this  work  was  done  for  the  V.est  Riding  County  Supplies  Bepartment  and 
» this  included:  300  Clay  Modelling  Boards,  750  Sketching  Boards,  6,387  Workholder 

Cases,  287  Bags  of  Firewood,  3^  Trucks  on  Castors,  6 Playhouse  Screens,  72  Building 
, Bricks,  I30  Pinarettes,  20  Scatter  Cashiouc,  many  sets  of  curtains  for  new  schools  as

well  as  other  odd  jobs  ra.ther  smaller  in  nature.  In  addition  to  this,  the  girls 
did  Centre  and  womhwell  Clinic  la.undry  and  the  hoys  maintained  the  grounds.  The 
patients  were  paid  5s. Od.  per  week  pocket  money  and  arrangements  were  in  hand  at 
the  end  of  the  year  to  increase  this  for  those  vdth  a higher  output. 

An  Open  Day  Y/as  held  on  the  17th  June,  1964»  ‘to  which  representatives  of  the 
Urban  District  Councils  were  invited.  This  Y/as  a "trade  fair"  and  much  interest 
was  shown  hy  those  who  attended.  It  is  hoped  that  as  a result  of  this,  there 
Yri.ll  he  a greater  diversity  of  work  coming  from  different  services. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continued  to  do  valuable  work.  The  big  event 
was  a Garden  Party  held  in  July,  but  many  smaller  events  also  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  organisation,  both  financially  and  otherYri.se.  On  l6th  July,  1964> 
the  whole  centre  Yvent  on  a day’s  outing  to  Cleethorpes.  A Christmas  Party  was 
held  on  l6th  December,  I964,  in  the  Junior  Wing  and  a Christmas  Social  on  21st 
December  in  the  Adult  Wing. 

Accomjnodation 

11  Sub-normal  patients  Y/ere  admitted  for  short-stay  accommodation,  which  was 
appreciated  by  the  parents.  Three  were  admitted  to  permanent  care  during  the 
year.
